The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee votcd unanimously to-support 
Town Manager Michael Caira's 
proposed FY 1992 school budget of 
$12,671,000 at last Wednesday's 
mecting of their board. In voting to 
go along with Caira's figure, 
committeemen recognized the need 
for reality and unity at the April 
town meeting, where voters will 
have the final say. Caira's proposal 
calls for a $230,856 hike over this 
year's budget. 
“He (Caira) gave us a very honest 
appraisal of what the town's cir- 
cumstances are. I think we should 
be realistic as to what is happening 
in the community," said Peggy 
Kane. Dr, Shirley Callan, chair- 
man, agreed saying it was “a 
complete waste of time" to go with 
a higher figure in these economic 


ira's figure differed, from the 
$13,591,392 budget offered by 
Supt. William Fay. Fay said his 
recommended budyct is a main- 
tenance-budget-which_would.-not 
reduce programs or personnel al- 
ready in place. Under his proposal, 
there would have been a $919,904 
shortfall. 
Fay told committeemen, if large 
cuts have to be made, "significant" 
reductions in staff will be the only 
route to go. He explained 85 per- 
cent of the budget is in salaries, and 
non-salary items like transpor- 
tation, texts, and supplies have 


already been cut to the minimum. 
Fay suggested a renegotiation of 
the current employce contracts to 
see if school unions would agree to 
give up all or part of their seven 
percent raises. A letter to that 
effect has already been sent to the 
teachers’ association, said Fay. The 
superintendent added, if the unions 
decline the offer, 40 employees 
would have to be laid off. 
Fay outlined several options to 
offset the potential layoffs. He said 
if the unions don't go along with a 
freeze, he was prepared to do one 
or more of the following: conduct 
an administrative reorganization, 
close a school or consolidate 
facilities, eliminate or curtail some 
programs, reduce classification E 
positions (that cover sports and 
after-school programs) and in- 
crease fecs for student activities. 
Board members agreed to mect 
with all staff today (Wednesday) to 
explain the budget options and 
answer questions. They also 
debated the possibility of making 
“further Cuts” in the “transportation 
account and reducing the special 
needs account, which has increased 
by $500,000."Members noted they 
have no control over the special 
needs monies, which are mandated 
by the state. 
"That's alot of bucks," said Aldo 
Caira as he suggested mecting with 
state legislators to get an ex-

planation of the increase and 
possible relief from state regu- 
lations. The board directed Fay to 


invite Special Needs Director Cleo 
Fredette and the state reps to their 
next meeting as well as the town 
manager, 

Dr. Callan pointed out the 
committee could be as creative as 
possible in’ reworking the figures 
and still not be able to avoid 
teacher layoffs. 

WTA President John Wood said 
he had a problem with the budget 
process, especially when it meant 
putting salary raises at the top of 
the list. He noted a salary freeze is a 
short term solution for an ongoing 
problem and all it docs is buy time. 
Wood added there were other 
solutions. 

Kane called for a positive ap- 
proach to the budget. 

"I'd rather be positive (and say) 
this is the money we have, this is 
the quality program we can give 
you,” said Kane. 

All seemed.40- agree-to the-nced 
for a cooperative effort among all 
parties, 

"It's a time for compromise; it's a 
lime for coming together," said the 
superintendent. 

Committee members asked Fay to 
come back to the board with 
another proposal using Caira's 
budget as their bottom line. 


subdivision for Ainsworth Road

A 10-month long hearing ‘on the 
definitive plan for the Ainsworth 
Road industrial subdivision came 
to a close Tuesday as the Wil- 
mington Planning Board thanked 
interested neighbors for their 
input. The board will issue its 
decision at the February 19 
mecting. That decision could be to 
approve the plan, approve the plan 
with conditions, or deny the plan 
with conditions, Even if members 
deny the plan, the project can still 
go through if owner Robert Corey 
meets all the conditions. 

Traffic topped the list of ongoing 
concerns at Tuesday's hearing. As 
proponents told of plans to turn 
over $40,000 to planners for 
traffic mitigation and off site 
improvements, neighbors brought 
up safety issues which could result 
with cars and trucks accessing the 
property. Abuttors claimed large 
trucks would not be able to make 
right turns from Woburn Street 
onto Ainsworth Road with a 40 
foot turning radius. Chairman 
Dave Clark said both the town 
engineer and Corey's environ- 
mental consultant Paul Lindholm 
feel the turn is possible. 

Jeff Miller questioned if plans to 
put a second stop sign on the 
northerly corner of Ainsworth 
Road and Andover Street and a no 
trucking sign would be enough to 
discourage truckers from entering 
Andover Street and cutting 
through to Ainsworth Road. 
Patricia Lyon of Andover Strect 
claimed two way traffic speeding 
down her street could pose a 
danger to area children. 

James Morris, a resident of Salem 
Strect, submitted his own traffic 
study to the board. He said he 
found a noticeable discrepancy 
between his figures and those of the 
proponents’ traffic study. 
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"Those are not particularly 
accurate projections,” he said of 
the number of cars which will 
enter and exit the project. Morris 
asked for some justification of the 
proponents’ figures. 

Planner Carole Hamilton spoke 
on the legality of an industrial road 
emptying into a residential areca. 
Ainsworth Road would impact a 
residential zone. Hamilton said her 
board is consulting with town 
counsel on the issue, She added 
there may be a precedent for 
preventing an industrial road from 
bringing extra traffic into a 
residential neighborhood. Morris 
pointed out, if the subdivision goes 
through, the pfoperty values would 
drop by 10 to 20 percent 

Neighbors also discussed the 
potential for increased water and 
drainage problems. One resident 
claimed his neighborhood is 
flooded on an annual basis and he 
was concerned this situation could 
worsen, Lindholm said he was 
taking steps to enlarge the culvert 
at the end of Ainsworth Road to 
alleviate the problem. Activist 
Conrad Gerhartz targeted the 
flooding problem as well as the 
impact to the, town's largest 
wellfield, located nearby. He 
questioned why the water depart- 
ment never purchased a lot which 
lies in Zone I between Woburn and 
Andover Streets. The assessed 
value of the parcel is $8,700, said 
Gerhartz. 

"This is a very small outlay when 
one considers the loss and cost to 
correct or stop a possible wellfield 
pollution,” Gerhartz wrote in a 
February 5 letter to the board. 

John McDonald received loud 
applause when he urged planners to 
deny the project until the board

why the town took exception to a 
decision made on the Arboretum 
Apartments_project last June, At 
that time, the state Housing Appeals 
Committce handed down its de- 
cision ordering the town to issue a 
comprehensive permit to project 
proponents, the Investors' Manage- 
ment Group, The comprehensive 
permit allows the builder to bypass 
zoning regulations in developing 
the project. The town then filed an 
appeal of the decision, The memo- 
randum was filed last Thursday. 
Proponents have until February 28 
to file a reply brief, said Altman. 
Altman explained the case will be 
argued in court March 15. If the 
judge rules the decision by HAC 


was correct, "that will be the end of 


the matter,” said Altman. If the 
judge rules the decision was 
incorrect, the proposal will either 
go back to the appeals committce 
or the project will be denicd. 

The town decided to fight the 
development, which comes. under 
the state law known as Chapter 
774, primarily because the water 
and sewer commission had 
problems with the planned sewer 
hook-up and said it violated the 
town's master sewer plan. The 
Wilmington Board of Appeals had 
denied a comprehensive permit for 
the project, leading to a long 
hearing before the HAC.

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Gasoline 
found in

Gasoline has’ been found in 
Wilmington's groundwater under 
the Sunoco Service Station on Main 
Street at the intersection of Routes 
129 and 38. 

According to Health Director 
Greg Erickson, the State Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection 
told him gasoline had been found in 
Sunoco's monitoring wells and the 
site would be placed on DEP's 
hazardous waste site list. Erickson 
said if the problem wasn't abated, 
the gasoline could eventually 
contaminate town wells. However, 
because no contamination had been 
found last year and officials. are 
acting quickly to remediate the 
problem, Erickson doesn't view 
the gasoline as an immediate threat 
to the town's water supply. 

"Because we're only finding it 
now and having it remediated 
properly, we're hopeful it won't 
contaminate the water supply," 
Erickson said Tuesday. 

According to the director, DEP 
began. inyestigating, the station for 
possible contaminants as a result of 
fumes escaping from-a manhole in 
the area last October. At that time, 
the wells showed no cuntamination. 

DEP officials are unsure of the 
source of the gasoline. The 
Wilmington Fire Department just 
ordered underground tanks on the 
property taken out and tested for 
leaks. 

Erickson said DEP feels the gas 
station will be labeled a non- 
priority site. This means that the 
contamination does not pose an 
immediate threat to drinking 
water, the environment, or public 
health. Station owners now have to 
begin a five phase process to clean 
up the site, The first two phases 


deal with an assessment of the 


problem and the extent ofthe 
contamination. 

The cleanup process will be 
similar to that currently underway 
at the BP gas station on Main 
Street, said the director.

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‘Regional purchasing 
under consideration

A plan to act as the agent for arca 
-communities’ attempts to colla- 
borate on purchasing and services 
will be presented to the North 
Suburban Planning Council 
(NSPC) at its February meeting. 

Reading's Community Develop- 
ment Director Jonathan Edwards, 
vice chairman of the NSPC, said in 
a recent interview that he and 
NSPC Chairman Brian Wood of 
North Reading will be presenting 
the package calling for the 
organization to “act as a facilitator 
for the formation of regional 
services," 

According to Edwards, the plan 
could help some of the 
communities that are already in 
purchasing collaboratives and see 
the formation of combined services 
in the communities, 

One service that was used as an 
example would be that of the 
building inspectors. According to 
Edwards, "every building inspec- 
tor enforces the same state codes." 
He added that the local bylaws are 
all based on state law and therefore 
casy enough to learn, 

Some inspectors are better on 

ts of the code than 

ards said, "A large 

project would get better inspec- 

tions because of the combined 
help." 

The communities would also see a 
financial savings with benefits 
being cut back and being able to 
provide coverage during vacation 
and sick time. 

Edwards likened the concept to 
being much like the present mutual 
aid between fire departments 

Another area that could be 
regionalized is planning, Edwards 
did caution that certain dangers 
would have to be worked out to 
make sure that cach community is 
treated” Tairly inthe planning 
process of many large commercial 
developments. 

According to Edwards, a form of 
regionalized planning is now being 
carried out by the NSPC, The 
troup acts as a mediator between 
communities during the environ- 
mental impact review process of 
the Massachusetts Environmental 
Protection Act (MEPA) 

Under the process, the planner 
from the host community of the 
project does the original study of 
possible environmental impacts 
such as traffic or various forms of 


pollution. The planner trom a 
neighboring community that could 
be affected then goes over the 
original study along with Edwards 
as the vice chairman of the group 
and a planner from a neutral 
community. : 
That party then passes on the final 
comments to the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council (MAPC), 
parent to the NSI’C, and the 
comments are then passed on to the 
state fora MEPA review. 
Edwards said “the host 
community does not have to 


comply with our recommendations 
but it is better than nothing.” 

He added that the group has 
recently completed one successful 
review process between Woburn 
and Burlington. Another one 
between Stoncham as the host 
community and Woburn as the 
affected community is about to 
start. 

In the future, the towns could 
look into the possibility of 
combining police and fire services, 
schools, assessing and personnel 
departments as a way to save 
money, Edwards said. 

According to Edwards, the 
concept is somewhat like that 
practiced in North Carolina where 
many regional districts are now 
called Council of Governments and 
are based on economic factors. 

He noted that the idea would have 
to fight its way through "the 
parochial feelings that 350 years of 
history engenders 

The NSPC was originated in 
June, 1989 as part of a sub-regional 
organization of the MAPC. 
Edwards and Reading Selectmen 
George Hines were among the 
founders of the group. Wood and 
Edwards have been chairman and 
viee-chairmancespectively since 
October 

The group is responsible for a 
regional water supply study that 
has gone on to the MAPC for 
further research 

It is also studying traffic 
problems throughout the area, with 
an cye toward forming a 
regionalized clearing house for 
carpooling and van pooling 
projects. 

Edwards said that this project is 
being done in cooperation with the 
North Suburban Chamber of 
Commerce.

Developer seeks to add 
two Icts to subdivision

Though a plan for the Carter 
Estat2s subdivision has already 
been approved by the Wilmington 
Planning Board and homes have 
already been built on the four lots, 
several abuttors spoke out at a 
hearing Tuesday to protest the 
addition of two more lots in the 
subdivision, The project is being 
developed by Ralph Newhouse, a 
trustee of Holly Realty Trust. 

The development is located on 
approximately three acres of land 
off Woburn Street opposite 
Federal Street. The first plan was 
submitted in 1989. Newhouse's 
engineer, Ken Miller and his 
Attorncy Danicl Brown were 
present last night to seek approval 
for.the additional lots. 

The overriding issue for 
neighbors was continuing flooding 
and drainage problems and the 
effect of the heavy machinery on 
their homes. ’ 

"My problem is with .him 
(Newhouse) and” the” heavy 
equipment," said Kevin Kaufman. 
Kaufman told the board trucks and 
machines going back and forth on 
Henry L. Drive have caused $5,000 
worth of damage to his home in the 
form of cracked walls, ceilings, 
and foundation. He said he has a 10 
month old son and plaster from the 
ceiling is "falling right into his 
crib." 

Anne and John Quinn, who live 
next door.to Kaufman, expressed 
concerns,about drainage.

properly," claimed John, a former 
chairman of the Conservation 
Commission, He added, even 
though more building is proposed, 
nothing is being done to alleviate 
flooding problems in the area. 
Miller disputed that, saying he had 
put a trench along the main 
roadway, created a swale behind 


the four lots, and added catch - 


basins for runoff. He said the 
project is not increasing runoff and 
adding to drainage problems. 

"It's questionable whether the 
land would cven support four 
(lots). This is like high density 
zoning here,” said John. According 
to Brown, the lots range from 
20,000 to 30,000 square feet in 
size. 

Anne Quinn described how much 
of the water ends up in Kaufman's 
basement. 

"It's not much fun to’ste your 
basement under six feet of water," 


* she said. 


Brown said he had a recent 
conversation with the Conservation 
Administrator who agreed the 
Order of Conditions on the site has 
been "fully complied with.” The 
order will reportedly be reviewed 
at the February 20 meeting of the 
Conservation Commission.

Water Supt. Duggan 
to retire next year

Water Superintendent Paul Dug- 
gan is stepping down after 30 years 
with the Wilmington Water 
Department. Duggan submitted a 
letter to the town manager in 
mid-January. The retierment is 
effective uary 1, 1992, 

Duggan worked in maintenance 
from 1961 to 1969, as department 
foreman from 1969 to 1979, and as 
superintendent since 1980. He is 
proud of the many accomplish- 
ments~during—his-tenure;—These 
include two water treatment plants, 
improving the quality of 
Wilmington's water, the near 
completion of work on the Main 
Street sewer line, and ongoing 
work on the North East Interceptor 
project. 

Duggan said the sewer line along 
Main Street is complete except for 
final paving which will be done in 
the spring. He added the 
department is "very close" to final 
design completion on the North 
East Interceptor. 

Duggan told this paper he is 
unsure what he will do once he 
retires. He said he will probably 
work part time in a related field 
and enjoy having a little more free 
lime, 

“Once thing I'm not going to be is a 


couch potato," laughed Duggan. 
The superintendent credits the 
waier and sewer commissioners 
with many of the improvements 
made to the water quality and the 
water department infrastructure. 
He praises their ability to work 
together for the good of the town. 
"We were always able to work any 
problems out. It's been a terrific 
board to work for. We always got 
along,” said Duggan. 

It will now be up to Town 
Manager Michact Cairato-appoint 
Duggan's successor. Duggan said, 
though it's not his decision to 
make, he hopes the promotion will 
be made in-house.

No rubber stamp for Weld 
budget, says Krekorian 


by Douglas Wood-Boyle 

State Representative Rob Kre- 
korian (R-Reading) will not be 
tubber stamping his approval of 
Governor William Weld's Emer- 
gency Plan for fiscal recovery 
without giving it careful scrutiny. 

‘This is the stand that the freshman 
representative from the 21st 
Middlesex District (including 
North Reading and Precinct Six in 
Wilmington) took before a recent 
breakfast meeting of the Reading 
Chamber of Commerce. 

"I intend to (make cuts) in the 
most prudent way possible," Rep. 
Krekorian said during a question 
and-answer-period: 

Krekorian prefaced his speech by 
saying, "the Weld administration is 
committed to revitalizing the 
business community." 

Answering questions on specifics 
for the business community, 
Krekorian said that plans were 
included in the package to repeal 
the Service Tax (enacted last year), 
"IL think we have the votes to repeal 
the Service Tax law, which is 
needed to revitalize the economy,” 
he said. 

Another plan to help business that 
was outlined by Krekorian was a 
$4 million funding package to be 
directed toward the revitalization 
of the state's tourism industry. 

He said that the state has three 
alternatives to the overall plan 
presented last week by the 
Governor. The first of these would 
be to raise taxes which Krekorian 
said that the Could not support. A 
second alternative of borrowing 
more money to cover deficit 
spending was labeled as 


unattractive and Krekorian added 
that for these two reasons the 
administration had opted to cut 
Spending. 

According to the outline given by 
Krekorian from an executive 
summary given to all state 
legislators, the goal of the package 
is to cut $850 million in spending, 
He added that another goal is to 
have the package done in time so 
that it will reduce spending for the 
last four months of Fiscal Year 
1991, 

"lL encourage everyone to remem- 
ber, we did not create the fiscal 
crisis. We inherited it." 

Krekoridn_cxplained. thatthe 
Democrats are claiming the deficit 
is less than the $850 million 
claimed by Weld. He noted that 
state Representative Richard Voke 
(D-Chelsea), former chairman of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee and now majority 
leader of the House, claimed that 
the deficit is $568 million. 

According to Krekorian the 
discrepancy in the numbers reflects 
the fact that actual. revenues 
received have been well below the 
projected estimates. 

Outlining other parts of the 
proposal, Krekorian said “the 
proposal tries to keep from raising 
taxes while leaving Proposition 2 
1/2 intact." 

Areas of increased spending 
include $8 million to health and 
human services. Krekorian said 
that the money will help programs 
for women and children and those 
dealing with teenage pregnancy. 

Another $4 million is slated to be 
put into home health care 
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programs. 

The cuts will include " a net loss 
of $75 million to local aid 
programs," Krekorian said. 

He noted that a part of the 
package will allow communities to 
equalize payments of health 
benefits rather than have them 
based on the highest premiums 
paid. 

Another savings to communities 
will come from a proposed change 
in the prevailing wage law. Under 
the change, projects under 
$250,000 would be exempt from 
having to pay union scale. 

One area that Krekorian said he 
would keep under close scrutiny is 
the proposed ~closing~of-state 
col s and universities. "I have 
been assured that if we get to that 
point (closing the schools), a study 
commission will be put togethe: 

He added that the commission 
would then set the standards by 
which the schools would be closed. 

Krekorian said that the package 
also calls for consolidation of state 
agencies. This portion call for the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion (MDC) to beabolished with its 
present functions to be given to 
exisling agencies, 

However, Krekorian added that 
although present MDC zoos would 
be operated under the Office of 
Environmental Management “I 
have co-signed a bill to privatize 
the Stone Zoo (in Stoneham)." 

Another area of consolidation 
will be the Board of Regents and 
the Department of Education, both 
of which could become a new 
secretariat for education.

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Developer, town differ 
on water mains

An occupancy permit was issued 
last_week. for a_new house on 
Fenway Street in exchange for a 
$7,070 deposit for the replacement 
of water mains on nearby Rollins 
Road, off Marion Street. The house 
was developed by Linn Anderson, 
a partner in Sheridan Development 
Company Limited Partnership. 

According to Town Counmsel 
Alan Altman, Anderson took the 
town to court over the water main 
issue. The developer claimed the 
water department's requirement 
that Anderson replace two inch 
water mains with eight inch pipes 
was illegal since it asks that 
Anderson upgrade the water 
system at her own cost to benefit 
lots she doesn't own. The deve- 
loper also claimed the requirement 
was hidden in the water 
department's minutes and was not 
in the title to the property. 

In her complaint, Anderson said 
she wasn't made aware of the 
requirement until after she pur- 
chased the lot, poured the 
foundation of the home, and ob: 
tained a building permit. Anderson 
said she signed a purchase and sales 
agreement for the property last 
March, received a variance to 
subdivide the parcel into two lots in 
June, and took title July 7, Though 
Anderson paid for a water 
connection to the eight inch mains 
on Fenway Street, water and sewer 
commissioners required that she 
also replace the Rollins Road pipes 
with a larger size since Fenway 


Street intersects with that road. 
Anderson reportedly held 
“extensive” meetings with town 
officials to resolve the issue but 
eventually filed a preliminary 
injunction in court. In taking the 
issue to court, Anderson hoped to 
force the town to give her an 
occupancy permit so she could sell 
the home, Altman said. 

Two weeks ago the judge denied 
the injunction, leading Anderson to 
agree to give the town the $7,070 
in exchange for the occupancy 
permit. According to Altman, the 
issue is still in court and, should 
Anderson win, she could get her 
money back.

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Declaring war on the environment

It is now apparent that the 
environmeat will be one of the 
war's casualties. .The water 
resources have been attacked and 
air quality may be on the firing line 
before the war ends, 

The millions of gallons of light 

-—crude.oil_discharged .into—the. 
Persian Gat by Traq now rank as 
the largest spill ever. In addition to 
killing fish, birds, coral reefs and 
aquatic life, the oil also threatens 
the water supply of Saudi Arabia, 
Bahrain and Qatar who desalinate 
the Gull’s water 

These countries have 
eaperiene cdf'tremendous growth 
and urbanization over tbé last 
decade giving rise to the need for 
increasing quantiti®s of water. In 
Saudi Arabia, for example, water 
consumption has increased by 400 
percent since 1980. This demand 
for water exceeded the capacity of 
the country's groundwater and 
surface water supplies. Desal- 
ination of sea water, therefore, 
became a necessity. Saudi Arabia 
constructed several large 
desalination plants on the Red Sea 
and Persian Gulf, The largest 
plant, located at Jubail on the Gulf, 
supplies water for Riyadh, the 
capital. This multi-billion dollar 
plant produces 270 million gallons 
of fresh water cach day. By way of 
comparison, this is equal to what 
the Quabbin Reservoir and 
Wachusett Reservoir deliver to 
MWRA communitics in Greater 
Boston. 

The desalination plants in Saudi 
Arabia use a thermal process called 
distillation to remove the salt and 
minerals from the sea water. The 
process heats the water to vapor; it 
is then condensed back into 
“distilled” water, The brine residue 
is returned to the sea. If you have 
ever tried distilled water, you 
know how flat it tastes,

One of the interesting features of 
Saudi Arabia's large desalination 
plants is that they are dual purpose. 
In addition to providing fresh 
water, they also use the steam to 
produce electricity, The Jubail 
plant produces 1600 mega-Wwatts of 
electricity, 

Although the distillation_process. 
is the most common desalination 
technique on,the Middle East, it is 
rarely used in the U.S. One reason 
for this is that in the U.S., 
desalination is confined to brackish 
groundwater where the small 
volumes make distillation 

* uneconomical. A method known as 
reverse osmosis is the ‘preferred 
method. It basically consists of 
using pressure tO strain impurities 
from water by passing it through a 
special membrane, Many com- 
munitics in Florida rely on this 
process. 

The oil spill and its impact on the 
environment is complicated by the 
fact that the Persian Gulf is a 
relatively shallow enclosed body of 
water, Its outlet to the ocean is via a 
narrow waterway called the Strait 
of Hormuz. As a result, the water 
remains in the Gulf for several 
years before it can be flushed with 
ocean water, It was this natural 
flushing action that helped disperse 
the Exxon Valdez spill in Alaska. 
Mother Nature will not be an ally 
in this cleanup, however, 

We usually think of oil and water 
as being-immersible. Light crude 
oil, however, is somewhat soluble 
in water. As a result, even though 
the oil on the surface may be 
contained in booms, the dissolved 
hydrocarbons could be drawn into 
desalination intake pipes fouling 
the treatment operation. If the Gulf 
desalination plants do become 
endangered, they may have to be 
temporarily shut down. Saudi 
Arabia would them have to rely on 
conservation, its Red Sea treatment 
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plants and "“mothballed"” deep 
wells, 

Another potential threat to the 
environment is the blowing up of 
the 300 oil wells in Kuwait. It is 
feared that Saddam has the wells 
wired with, explosives. Some 


scientists believe that the resulting 
fires and clouds of smoke would be 
so extensive that the regional 
climate could be adversely 
effected. Let's hope the madman of 
Baghdad docs not commit another 
act of environmental terrorism,

Results of the spring, 1990 
statewide assessment testing of all 
students in grade 12, show an 
improvement in every area over 
the 1988 scores for students from 
Shawsheen Tech. All of their 
scores exceeded the state average 
for vocational technical high 
schools across the Commonwealth. 
In addition, college preparatory 
students at Shawshcen reccived 
higher reading scores than college 
bound students statewide; 

With a scale of 1000 to 1600 for 
scores, Shawsheen students from 
the Class of 1990 scored 1220 in 
reading, up from 1140 in 1988; 
1200 in mathematics, up from 
1170; 1220 in science, up from 
1170; and 1180 in social studies, up 
from 1150. Differences of 50 
points are considered statistically 
significant. 

"The results are very 
encouraging" said Charles Lyons, 
superintendent-director. "The 
reading score - up 80 points, 
validates the work of the English 
Department, which in recent years 
has made several significant 
modifications in English and 
reading programs," he added. 
English Department head Ralph 
Carvalho attributed the 
improvement to such factors as the 
addition to the school of an 
academic computer laboratory, 
remediation for developmental 
readers, adding a study skills 
component to the English 
curriculum and "stress placed on 
meaningful assignments which 
affords the student an opportunity 
to become somewhat independent." 

Lyons said in science, curriculum 
changes in response to college 
entrance requirements "appear to 
have contributed to the 
significantly-—improved-—per- 
formance in this essential arca," 
Science Department Chair David 
Whalley said the purchase of new, 
more modern textbooks has had 
impact on the scores. "In 
astronomy, for instance, students 
went from reading about proposed 
satellites in their old textbooks, to 
reading about the results of those 
explorations in their new text.” 
Whalley said in biology, although 
the matcrial itself has not changed, 
the new text is more readable and 
offers an extensive amount of 
support material. The department 
head also commended the teachers 
onan "excellent job." 

The superintendent also credited 


the teaching staff for 
implementing nificant .cur- 
riculum modifications .'and 


working with students of all levels 
to help them achieve. "Itis exciting 
to work with teachers who are 
continually assessing their students 
as learners and view curriculum as 
a dynamic process evolving to mect 
the educational needs of young 
people," Lyons said. 

Shawsheen seniors identified as 
college preparatory or 19 percent 
of last year’s seniors, scored 1373 


state average 


in reading, above the statewide 
average of 1358. Lyons said 
challenging academic programs 
have been offered to students at all 
levels since the school opened in 
1970, although most students do go 
directly to work following high 
school graduation. 

"While the overall program at the 
Tech is designed to prepare 
graduates to enter the work force," 
Lyons said "the qualifications 
hecessary to enter two and four 
year colleges must be provided for 
those students-with the ability and 
desire to pursue higher education 
goals. Although the college 
preparatory program at Shawsheen 
is a no frills approach, with no 
electives or study periods - it is 
designed to prepare those students 
willing to make the commitment to 
achieve success at the post 
secondary level," Lyons said. 

"While we at the Tech are proud 
to meet individualized needs of all 
students including special 
education students, we find it 
necessary to clarify the impact 
these educationally handicapped 
students have on the aggregate 
scores reported by the state 
through the Mass. Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP)," 
Lyons said, Of those who were 
tested, 24 percent were receiving 
special services. According to a 
formula, 79 percent of those 
students’ scores were included in 
the reported scores for Shawsheen, 
based on a statewide figure of only 
nine percent designated as special 
education students, with just half of 
those scores reported. 

This apparent inequitable 
inclusion of scores is based upon 
excluding certain categories of 
special needs students in a 
traditionak--high— s¢hool,. ~but. 
including those who ,attend a 
vocational school. This is because 
many students who require special 
services during their academic 
classes can be mainstreamed into a 
vocational program, therefore 
only counting as needing services 
50 percent of the time, even though 
they are at the same academic level 
as their counterpart in a general 
high school. 

Lyons said while this may seem 
"a trivial matter to a lay observer, 
in fact the problem is amplified not 
only by-the inclusion of a 
disproportionately high percentage 
of sp%cial -education students’ 
scores in vocational technical 
school data but By including the 
scores of stuucrts at the lower end 
of the performanee curve, who 
are, by design, excluded from the 
data used to determine scores for 
traditional high schools." 

When compared to other 
vocational schools in the state, 
subject to similar formulas for 
inclusion of student scores, the 
Shawshcen students outrank their 
peers in every category, 70 points 
higher in English, 44 in 
mathematics, 45 in science and 37 
in social studies.

Students 
embrace 
incentive 
reading 
program 


Children at the Wildwood 
Elementary School are traveling 
around the world, learning about 
people in other countries, listening 
to good stories, reading a lot and 
watching less television this year. It 
is all because.of a whole school 
project called Reading Around the 
World 

Reading-Avound the World is an 
incentive reading program whose 
goals are to encourage children to 
become lifelong readers, foster a 
global awareness of peoples and 
cultures and encourage the careful 
selection of television viewing 

A large bulletin board is on 
display in the front entry hall of the 
school. On the bulletin board is a 
map of the world with continents 
of different colors. Each classroom 
has a classroom flag on display. In 
order to move from continent to 
continent the children must read 
books independently, have books 
read aloud to them, and keep a 
television viewing log. All of these 
activities carn points which are 
logged on a passport form. Each 
child's carned points are tallied 
weekly for a final class total, The 
class moves from continent: to 
continent when they have attained 
the number of points required by 
grade level. When they arrive at a 
new continent, their teacher 
receives an informational packet 
which contains resource materials 
coordinated by continent. Teachers 
select activities which they feel are 
appropriate to their students’ age 
level 

Thus far the students have 
traveled from North america to 
Europe and are currently visiting 
the countrics located on the 
continent of Asia. It takes a class an 
average of three weeks to travel 
from one continent to another, It is 
interesting to note that students 
have been talking not only about 
the points they have carned but 
about the good books that they have 
read. A great deal of sharing of 
information about books occurs. 

This program was coordinated by 
Principal Robert Arsenault; Read- 
ing Specialist Anne Keeler; third 
grade teacher, Maureen O'Hara;

Lahey offers 
lecture on strokes 


"A stroke is acute brain damage 
caused by the interruption of the 
flow of blood to the brain,” 
explains E. Prather Palmer, M.D., 
of Lahey Clinic's Department of 
Neurology. "If the blood supply is 
cut off by either a blockage or a 
hemorrhage, it deprives the brain 
of oxygen and glucose." 

A stroke can be a devastating 
problem, but, according to Dr 
Palmer, there has been a decease in 
stroke victims over the past 10 to 
30 years due to the treatment of 
high blood pressure and the 
development of healthier lifestyle 
habits. He notes that strokes can 
occur in individuals at any age, yet 
it is more common with older 
people. 

There are more than 600,000 
new strokes a year in America, but 
there are over 2,000,000 stroke 
survivors” says Dr. Palmer. 


Dr. Palmer will address the topic 
"Stroke and its Consequences" on 
Tuesday, February 12 at the Clinic. 

In his lecture, he will discuss 
different types of strokes and the 
consequences of them including 
motor disability, speech or 
language problems, and visual 
disabilities. He will also describe 
behavioral changes resulting from 
a stroke, and factors in preventing 
strokes, such as quitting smoking 
and decreasing hypertension. 

The lecture, free and open to the 
public, will be held in the Alumni 
Auditorium at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Lahey Clinic, 41. Mall Rd.

Driving on ice not a smart move .

On Sunday afternoon, as we stood 
around listening to the list of derby 
winners at Lake Mascuppic after an 
ice fishing derby, there was quite a 
sideshow going on. 

As the winners were being named 
and the trophies handed out, some 
fool out on the ice was putting on a 
show. He was splashing up water in 
huge plumes, then roaring back 
through the puddles, doing "dough- 
nuts," again.and again. 

By some twist of luck, his car did 
not fall through the ice. 

Driving? On the ice? Yup. A big 
four-door sedan. Dumb. With all 
the holes left in the ice, and his rate 
of speed, some guys were putting 
side bets on whether he'd flip over, 
or break through. He was driving 
smack in the middle of the lake, so 
just finding him if he went down 
would be difficult, He drove like 
he was half in, the bag, too. 

The pond icé on Lake Mascuppic 
in Dracut last Sunday was maybe 
eight inches thick at the very most. 
It was solid enough, and certainly 
safe for anybody on foot, but it was 
not the best ice for driving a car. 
The day was disgustingly warm, at 
52 degrees F, so the surface melted 
into enormous puddles, leaving a 
slick, sloppy surface. F 

Driving on the ice is never smart, 
unless the temperature is far below 
zero and the ice is two feet thick or 
better, but some people can't seem 
to understand that. It's a mystery to 
me why people just have to drive, 
even in the kind of springlike warm 
weather we had over the weekend. 
In Sunday's ice derby, there were at 
least 20 cars and trucks visible, 
even with the questionable ice, but 
nobody went through. Luckily. 

Two years ago, after an ice derby 
on Lake Mascuppic, a pickup truck 


did a swan dive-near the ramp. First _ 


the Téft front tif went through the 
ice, and everybody piled out. Then 
the right tire went through, and a 
few minutes later the whole front 
end of the truck took a dip, leaving 
only the back bumper sticking out, 
in maybe ten feet of water. Awww. 

Rumor has it the tow truck did an 
awful number on that pickup while 
pulling it out of the lake, twisting 
upfall the front end sheet metal. 

When cars and trucks drove by on 
Sunday, we could hear the ice crack 
as they passed. The weight of the 

. vehicle will crack the ice, but there 
is enough structural strength left in 
the blocks of ice to support the car. 
But at the ramp it's different. The 
ice there is cracked repeatedly, by 
vehicles passing all day long, and 
the blocks become smaller and less 
able to support weight. Sooner or 
later, the dice roll a seven and in 
you.go. 

The thought of that idiot falling 
through the ice on Sunday got me to 
thinking -- what happens if your 
car or truck does fall through? Are 
you ticketed for water pollution, as 
the rumor has it? 

The answer, near as I could tell, is 
nothing much happens at all. 


The Registry has no rules for the 
ice. Never heard of it. Neither the 
Dracut nor Tyngsboro police (the 
two departments I called, as Lake 
Mascuppic straddles both towns) 
have applicable by-laws to govern, 
driving on the ice. 

Sgt. Johnston of Tyngsboro said 
his department would talk to the 
offending driver if someone came 


in with a complaint, but his cruisers 
definitely wouldn't go drive onto 
the ice to chase them, 

Does that mean a driver can't be 
charged with, let's say, driving to 
endanger if he's on the ice, I asked? 
“Well ... hmmm,” he replied. The 
laws of roads don't apply on ponds, 
but endangerment is still a crime. 

Sgt. Hendrigan at the Andover 
state police barracks said there are 
no laws to cover driving on ice, any 
more than there are laws to cover 
ice-skating on frozen highways. 

Chapter 90 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws, Hendrigan said, was 
written to cover driving on public 
roads and highways, “and clearly a 
pond wouldn't qualify," he said, 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection laughed 
at the question. They'd never heard 
of any laws for driving on the ice. 
As for being charged with pollution. 
if your car falls through -- they just 
didn't know. They were stumped. 

So, 1 called Fred C. Church Ins- 
urance in Lowell, to ask about any 
insurance coverage. "Gabrielle" at 
Fred C. Church said that Travellers 
Insurance refused to commit about 
whether you'd be covered. She said 
driving on the ice sounded to her 
like negligence, and most insurance 
companies wouldn't be too sweet if 
you got too stupid. But Travellers, 
she said, wouldn't commit them- 
selves to a firm answer: Depends 
upon the circumstances, she said, 

Which makes sense, in a way. If 
you back up to the lake to unload a 
snowmobile, and your truck slides 
in and breaks through, that might 
be a reasonable claim. 

But the idiot on Mascuppic who 
was roaring through the puddles on 
thin ice -- he'd probably be rejected 
for insurance coverage. I guess. 


Next, I called the Division of Law 
Enforcement, with the state Dept. 
of Fisheries, Wildlife and Law En- 
forcement. Capt. Lemerise at the 
Lancaster bureau said there really 
is no applicable law if your car falls 
through the ice, 


Until a few years ago, he said, no 
vehicles whatsoever were allowed 
on "state pond" ice. Now, Captain 
Lemerise said, the state will allow 
snowmobiles on state ponds if there 
are four inches or more of ice. As 
for cars, no. What about the public 
ponds, like Mascuppic? Unknown. 

So, you still might have insurance 
if your truck fall through the ice, 
or maybe not. As for being charged 
with water pollution caused by the 
vehicle, apparently not. And as for 
being ticketed by police for being 
so stupid, it won't happen. 

Sounds like we need a new law or 
two, doesn't it?

Persian Gulf 


During the past few weeks there 
have been reports, in newspapers 
and on TV of mines in the Persian 
Gulf. The Sunday papers had a 
photograph of some Iranian 
seamen, being guarded by a seaman 
of-the U.S. Navy. They had been 
captured on a mine layer, in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Admiral Farragut was in 
command, during the Civil War 
when the U.S. Navy invaded 
Mobile Bay. One of the ships in the 
column struck a mine and blew up, 
whereupon the captains of other 
vessels became uncertain of what to 
do, and Admiral Farragut issue 
issued the never forgotten orders 
"Damn the torpedoes! Full speed 
ahead!" 

That is what mines were called at 
that time. 

Mines became quite prevelant in 
World War Two. German 
submarines laid magnetic mines on 
the sea bottom, outside British 
harbors. The Italian Navy had 
some mines, which were used in 
the Mediterranean, to blow up 
ships near Gibraltar, 

The Japanese had floating mines, 
which they released into. the 
Kurosiro (Black Stream, 
equivalent to the Gulf Stream), in 
hopes.that the mines would float 
across the Pacific, and harm 
American ships off the coast of 
Washington, Oregon and 
California. A few ships were 
damaged, it must be reported. 

Jimmy Durkee of Salem Street, 
Wilmington, WHS Class of 1945, 
was on an Army Transport, 
returning to the United States, 
some time after World War Two 
was over. Jimmy met the publisher 
of the Town Crier on February 4, 
in front of the Wilmington Post 
Office and-remarked~about-the 
reports of mines in the Persian 
Gulf. Had Captain Neilson seen any 
mines in the Persian Gulf? 

Then Jimmy’ went on to relate 
that a Japanese mine had been seen 
by the crew of the Army Transport 


on which he was returning to the 
U.S. and they had tried to sink if 

by gunfire, They were, Jimmy 
said, unsuccessful, 

So it was the turn of Captain 
Neilson. He had commanded 
Army Transport in Februa 
1946, bringing home U.S. Army 
personnel from Japan, 

Of course he knew of the danger 
of Japanese mines, and with 1600 
soldiers on board care had to b 
taken, The radar of the Chanuti 
Victory operated 24 hours a day 
always searching for min 
floating in the ocean. q 

About the fifth day out of Japania 
mine was seen, spotted by the 
radar. It was about six in the 
morning. A second mine was seen, 
about two hours later, ; 

The captain of the Chae 
Victory steered his ship to a poi i 


about 400 hundred feet distant 
from the first mine. The ship, in ij 
armament had eight 20 millimet 
machine guns, two of which w 
on the bridge of the ship. 

The machine gun crew for the 
Port Twenty, as it was called, 
manned the turret, and on orders 
shot into the water,nearly straight 
down. Then the barrel was "Ii 
always aiming on the line of the 
mine, 


When the machine gun bull 


were striking the water near 
mine it was struck, and sank, wil 
no trouble at all. The same thi 
happened two hours later, with the 
second mine, 

The interesting thing, to the 
captain, was the reaction of the 
soldiers. They came streaming oiit 
of their quarters, to watch the 
gunners, 

There were 1600 soldiers on 
board, and they all made it to the 
Main'Deck in-about five seconds! 

Great excitement for them - 
watching for.a few seconds, the 
ship's gunners sink a mine!

New creative dance/drama instructor

“Everything that I do reflects 
“in my teaching,” says new 
Creative Arts instructor Lanie 
Keystone of Burlington. 
“Teaching is who I am - whether 
it’s teaching kids, training artists- 
in-residence, working with class- 
room teachers or involving par- 
ents. 

“Teaching is my big number.” 

Choreographer, master dance

“We create a magic in the time

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Reading Depot from S-1 


Susan Nelson, were amazed and 
frustrated every time they looked 
~out-their- windows and saw long, 
jagged lines of cars parked along 
Vine Street and Middlesex 
Avenue. These enterprising and 
determined ladies decided it was 
time to do something. 

In April of 1987 they took a 
motor vehicle survey. Mrs. 
Herrick, an attractive and energet- 
ic lady, says, "There were So 
many cars we couldn't believe 
they were all from Reading, and 


we proved they were not.” The 
Depot Task Force chairman says, 
“There were 377 motor vehicles 
representing 80 cities and towns 
including 20 motor vehicles regis- 
teredto New Hampshire residents 
representing 12 cities and towns 
in that state." Bernice Herrick 
continues, "Only 122 of these cars 
were from Reading. The (Vine 
and High Strect) neighbors peti- 
tioned the selectmen about the 
time the Arlington Street residents 
(did the same) to limit parking." 
Realizing that this was going to 
be an ongoing community prob- 
lem, the selectmen authorized the 


Depot Task Force to begin work 
under the Board's jurisdiction on 
May 10, 1988. Its seven members 
include: area residents Bernice 


Herrick, chairman; Mrs. Patricia 


Driscoll; Russell Graham, chair- 
man of the Selectmen; Thomas 
StohIman of the Community 
Planning and Development 
Commission; Evelyn Bosworth, a 
business person in the depot area; 
Mrs. Dianne O'Leagy, represent- 
ing the West Side Task Force; and 
William Welch, a commuter. 
After surveying area cities and 
towns, the DTF members con- 
cluded the most efficient and

fairest way to manage depot park- 
ing was to have a parking sticker 
Program which was initiated 
February 1, 1989. Mrs. Herrick 
says,-"It-was-very-effeetive = it got 
rid of the people who didn't want 
to pay for it." The first survey 
showed there were 20 motor vehi- 
cles from New Hampshire resi- 
dents parked at the Reading depot, 
only 122 motor vehicles were 
owned by Reading residents. 
However, the last survey figures 
show that of the 306 vehicles, 191 
were owned by Reading residents 
and only six belonged to New 
Hampshire residents. 

If you haven't taken the time to 
look at this model of cooperation 
between government agencics and 
Reading citizens, do yourself a 
favor. You'll see 420 well orga- 
nized parking spaces, 120 of 
which are owned and operated by 
the MBTA. Town Manager, Peter 
I. Hechenbleikner, says the bal- 
ance of spaces are divided among 
Reading residents (140) and non- 
resident spaces (120). There are 
40 "short term" spaces reserved 
for two-hour parking. 

The next time you need to trav- 
cl between Haverhill-and Boston, 
consider getting a depot parking 
sticker. It's easy. Show your 
Massachusetts motor vehicle reg- 
istration and driver's license to a 
police officer at the Reading 
Police Station. There is no fee for 
Reading residents, but non-resi- 
dents must pay $20 a month or 
$15 for quarterly parking privi- 
leges ($60/year). Non residents 
must come to the Reading Police 
Station and show their Massa- 
chusetts registration and driver's 
license. 

Commenting on depot parking, 
Police Chief Edward Marchand 
says, "Before construction there 
was 'mishmash' parking - there 
-definitely was a problem. Now 
construction is over, parking is’ 
much beter: The MBTA has done 
a nice job down there." A police 
officer does the depot ticketing. 
Once all MBTA signs are erected, 
full enforcement will begin. If you 
get a parking ticket, what recourse 
do you have? Chief Marchand 
says, "You can explain (tell your 
story) to the parking clerk (Joan 
Puopolo) at the police station and 
request a hearing." Hearings are 
held at the Reading Police Station. 

Chief Marchand reports that 
before construction began in April 
1990, about 90 parking stickers 
were issued monthly. Once con- 
struction began only 50-60 per- 
mits were issued each month as 
some commuters switched to 
other MBTA locations or used 
alternative transportation, Chief 
Marchand estimates 100 permits a 
month will be issued in January 
and February. 

When asked what he thinks of 
the depot renovation project, 
Town Manager Hechenbleikner 
says, "They (the MBTA, Planning 
Commission and Depot Task 
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Force) have done a terrific job. 
They met all their commitments 
and then some." Haye there been 
any complaints? The Town 
Manager says, "The number and 
intensity of lights and the building 
materials have caused some com- 
plaints." Mr. Hechenbleikner 
explained some depot neighbors 
feel the lights are too bright at 
night, while other citizens are of 
the opinion the heavy wood posts 
between the granite curb and the 
asphalt platforms aren't necessary, 
However, the Town Manager 
believes they are needed to pre- 
vent cars from jumping the curb 
and injuring or killing pedestrians, 


There is an old adage which 
says, “Would you both eat your 
cake and haye your cake?” In this 
impressive renovati i 
had the MBTA bake one hell of a 
cake and Reading's 22,539 resi- 
dents are enjoying every morsel. 
When asked what is the most “ 
impressive thing about the pro- 
ject, Mrs. Herrick says, "We have 
a better appearance of our depot ‘| 
area which was rapidly deteriorat- 
ing. The town didn't have the « 
money in their budget to improve 
it. The town of Reading hasn't 
paid any money. The’MBTA is 
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With a sudden, blank, almost 
confused look on his face, Chris 
told the bartender, “Is that so?

She has just been appointed 
Director of Arts in Education for 
the State of New Hampshire. 

Keystone brings to her power- 
ful Creative Arts courses a 
dynamic philosophy which mesh- 
es “kernels of magic” with “patch- 
es of time.” 

“All of this is very process - 
not product - oriented,” she says. 
“While I’m interested in the chil- 
dren understanding technique and 
beginning to develop skills, the 
main thrust is really on develop- 
ing their love for dance, theater, 
visual arts or poetry, all of which 
is rolled into each of my sessions. 
The emphasis is on doing this by 
discovering or exploring - there is 
basically no right or wrong way of 
doing anything.” 

In-the midst of the freeflowing 
energy Keystone aims to unleash 
among her students are structure, 
form and fociis. 


“There is a very specific struc- 
ture to cach session, and the ses- 
sions are carefully guided,” she 
says. “With that guiding is a very 
wide latitude where children can 
explore, create and discover not 
only something about movement 
or creative dramatics, but most 
important, something about them- 
selves,” 


According to Keystone, focus 
and concentration form the key- 
stone of any approaches to art 
whether the art be writing, paint- 
ing, dancing, whatever. “One 
doesn’t just automatically jump in 
and say ‘I’m going to create a 
dance,’” she says. “One needs to 
really understand what it means to 
focus - and the arts are a kines- 
thetic way of a child achieving 
that understanding. 

“Most of the work T’ve done-in 

schools carries this idea into the 
regular classrooni. I like to draw 
parallels to learning skills in and 
out of the classroom, and tie them 
into all of.the arts. 
* “Not only do I bring this mate- 
rial in from the outside, the kids 
create their own,” she continues. 
“They write their own poetry and 
then choreograph the poems. 
They draw their own pictures and 
then choreograph their pictures or 
vice versa. 

“We may do a choreography 
based on a movement idea we've 
explored for the day. Maybe it’s 
texture, like smooth and sharp. 
Maybe we'll write a poem about 
that and then maybe they'll do a 
picture.” 

Each of Keystone’s movement 
or creative drama sessions begins 
with focusing and warm-up activi- 
ties, followed by the introduction 
and development of a basic-move- 
ment or theater concept, culminat- 
ing in a mini-performance, 

“We put it all together either in 
choreography or a short little 
improvisational scene, depending 
on the class. We very often do 
things with partners or small 
groups, and then perform for each 
other,” she says. 


“T always save time at the end 

-of-class-forthat, and for the kids 
to observe and talk about what the 
performers are doing.-The very 
last part of the session is usually a 
relaxing, cooling down, focusing 
time, a time to review everything 
we've done for the day and to 
come back to center before leav- 
ing.” 
At the end of each 10-week 
course, Keystone has planned an 
open session, a lecture demonstra- 
tion for students’ parents and 
friends. Participants in these 
courses will have first crack at the 
Creative Arts Children’s Theater 
Workshop this summer.

Of course, this is a Disney 
flick, so we aren't talking graphic 
suffering or depravity here. As a 
matter of fact, the story is a bit 
draggy, sagging in the middle 
when White Fang is sold by his 
fair-minded Indian owner to a 
brutish gambler.

However, a few months after 
the wedding they are forced to 
move in together, as the govern- 
ment has been investigating sham 
international marriages that are 
for convenience only.
